Troops For Border. 

San Antonio, Tex., June 30.—By order 
of the war department, federal troops 
of the department of Texas, under the 
command of Brigadier-General Meyer 
have been ordered to proceed without 
delay to the Mexican border for the 
purpose of preserving the neutrality 
law between the United States and 
Mexico. 

Practically all of the troops in the 
department are on their way to Leon 
Springs, where manoeuvres are to be 
held commencing on July 2nd. The 
troops will leave camp this morning.

Dr. Wilson had scarcely swallowed 
half a glass of the beverage when ho 
was seized with convulsions and fell to 
the floor. It is believed that he im¬ 
mediately realized that he was the vic¬ 
tim of poison, either by mistake or de¬ 
sign. In his agony he requested his 
wife to keep that which was left. The 
police have learned, they allege, that 
Dr. Wilson attended during a fatal 111- 
nesa a member of the family of a young 
man who will be charged with being 
the poisoner. 

Investigating Case. 

Philadelphia. Pa., June 30.—(Later.)— 
The police of this city hope to be able 
to make an Important move to-day Ih 
the case of Dr. William H. Wilson, 
who died suddenly last Friday night 
after drinking a bottle of ale, and who 
is believed to have been threatened 
with destruction. It was thought the 
doctor died from natural cause# at first, 
but there were so many suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding his death that 
the coroner decided to investigate.

1 urged the committee to more energetic 
1 action, and strongly advised them to 
j get associated• with local doctors and 
| to obtain the assistance^of Dr. Robert¬ 
son. the local medical health officer. 

Dr. Fagan also submitted a report re¬ 
ceived yesterday from Tranqullle re¬ 
lative to the condition of patients there. 
Nine cases were on the lists from Vic¬ 
toria. eleven front Vancouver and seven 
from other^arts of British Columbia. 
Last month six cases were discharged 
from the hospital, three as cured, two 
In a stationary condition or with the 
disease arrested, and one as hopeless. 
About forty-eight cases jpere reported 
on the w’aittng list. 

Replying to a question as to whether 
consumption would increase In British 
• 'olumlba, ¥he doctor stated his opinion 
that with present day conditions of liv¬ 
ing this was altogether probable. He 
had been told by a gentleman frouv 
Newfoundland that the death rate had 
doubled In that colony during the last 

six years.--—

society for more active work, and call¬ 
ed attention to the objects and alms of 
the association..

The charge *as one of breach of con¬

Chief Justice Hunter heard appllca- I 
tions In chamber? yesterday morning, 
when Thornton Fell asked that in I 
Brownell vs. Brownell the trial should 
be brought on or the case dismissed. 
J. A. Alkman, representing the plain¬ 
tiff, opposed this. It was explained that 
the principals live near Duncans. The 
action is brought by the wife repre¬ 
sented by Mr. Aikman, to record* a 
share of the proj>erty of the husband, 
although the parties have not lived to¬ 
gether since 1883. Mr. FeH contended 
that there had been unnecessary delay. 
Mr. Alkman contended that the delay 
had been due to the fact that It w'as 
expected the Full court would occupy 
all June.

SHEEHAN IS RELEASED. 

Mr. Lowe Succeed^ **lh His Certiorari 
and Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 

Jim Sheehan, who beaded to the po¬ 
lice when arrested recently on a charge 
of vagranc y that he was a gambler and 
race track follower, and who wag sent 
to jail for three months on this charge, 
was released yesterday on the order of 
Chief Justice Hunter as a result of 
certiorari proceedings taken by R. C. 
Lowe. H. Dallas Helmcken, K. C., ap¬ 
peared for the crown. Sheehan, who 
was charged under the Vagrancy act 
with having no visible means of sup¬ 
port, had $27 on him when arrested. 
This fact the chief justice held, did pot 
allow of a conviction on the ground 
that the man had no visible means of 
support He pointed out that the man 
might have been charged under an¬ 
other section of the same act. 

In concluding his judgment the chief 
justice said: "The man Is charged with 
having no visible means of subsistence, 
whereas the evidence Is that he had $27 
on him. If a man had the price of a 
meal on him I doubt If he could be ar¬ 
rested under this section. It Is a 
treacherous sub-section for the police 
to work under, but I have no doubt 
that after /a while they will realize Its 
purport- In this case there should be 
no difficulty In reaching such a man a* 
tho accused under the proper section. 
Having money on \ilm obtained by 
gambling .Is no defense to a vagrant^ 
charged with supporting himself by 
gambling, but when he Is charged with 
having no means of subsistence you 
cannot inquire as to where he has got¬ 
ten the money which is found on him.” 

Following the chife justice’s decision 
Mr. Lowe was granted a writ of habeas 
corpus and Sheehan was released.

Stlmson St Co.’s Option on ‘the City's

Stlmson St Co., of Toronto, the flrm^to 
whom the city gave an option on the de¬ 
bentures it has for sale, amounting In all 
to about $890,000. have so far been unable 
to dispose of (hem, and at last night's 
council meeting the option was extended 
until July 81 si.

METEOROLOGICAL STATION 

Important Change Being Made 
in tlte Prairie 
Centres. 


Mr. B. C. Webber, assistant director 
of the Toronto observatory, Is In Vic¬ 
toria for a few, days checking over 
t hings and. compa rin g Ins t r u me n ts a t - 
the local weather offlce. 

Mr. Webber has come to the west on 
business of special importance. It has 
long been felt by the department of ma¬ 
rine and fisheries, which has charge of 
the meteorological service, that settlers 
and proposing settlers In the Northwest 
should be able to apprise themselves of 
local climatic conditions without hav¬ 
ing tq send to Toronto for reports. 

"Under the old system," said Mr. | 
Webber in an Interview with the Times 
leporter at the Empress to-day. “we 

iuul-iaan at aiffarcnt points - . 

throughout the west, who sent in their 
weather reports individually to the 
head offlce at Toronto, keeping no re¬ 
cords for local use. The Hon. the Min¬ 
ister of Marine and Fisheries, Mr. Brod- 
eur, realizing the Inconvenience of this 
method as the population In the west 
went In Increasing, decided to have 
men appointed In each province who 
would have charge of the service there 
end receive reports from various points 
in their territory. They would work 
up the results of all back years and 

un record f^r appM' ,ow * a . an _ 
that proposing settlers would be able 
to pretty well size up the climatic con¬ 
dition of any place they wished to set- 
tie In." 

Mr. Webber has been seht to the west 
to make these appointments, and on his 
way out he appointed Mr. Harrison 
Young, an old Hudson’s Bay Company 
faetbr, to the central weather-report¬ 
ing station for Alberta, at Edmonton, 
and Mr. MacPherson to the head sta¬ 
tion for Saskatchewan, at Moose Jaw. 
The appointments of chiefs for Mani¬ 
toba and Athabasca have not yet been 
made. 

In referring to the British Columbia 
service, Mr. Webber spoke very highly 
of the services rendered by Mr. E. 
Raines Reid, who has charge of the lo¬ 
cal station, and his staff. 

"The station at Victoria Is, In many 
respects, the next In Importance to the 
Toronto statlort'. Storm centres origin¬ 
ate upon the Pacific ocean, sweeping 
eastward, and uix>n the calculations 
made by Mr. Reid and his staff, the 
Toronto weather reports are largely 
based. We look upon Mr. Reid as a 
senior In the service. He has done 
Rood, conscientious work for the depart¬ 
ment." 

Mr. Webber usually goes up to Daw¬ 
son City on a tour of Inspection when 
he comes otit west, but this year he will 
have to return east without making his 
customary (alls. F. Napier Dennison 
haH. however, just gone over the sta¬ 
tions on Vancouver Island, and only a 
few stations remain to be inspected on 
the mainland. 

An Important call wilt be made by 
Mr. Webber on his way back east. Six 
weeks ago, the observatory at Sulphur 
Mountain, Banff, was struck by light¬ 
ning. and a number of the Instruments, 
which cost upwards of $1,000, were de¬ 
stroyed. 

"The observatory at Banff was built 
ten years ago." said Mr. Webber, and 
this is the first time that lightning has 
visited It. It is 8.700 feet above sea- 
level and. generally speaking, out of 
the storm zone. 

''We have some very fine Instruments 
there, and some of them may have to 
be replaced from the Old Country. The 
w ind-gauges. barographs, thermome¬ 
ters, etc., at this station, which Is our 
only post In the mountains, record 
electrically In the office four miles 
away at the foot of the mountain. 

"The Instruments are often Isolated 
for long periods," continued Mr. Web¬ 
ber. "as often It is Impossible to reach 
them on account of the snow fen the 
mountain." 

Speaking of weather recording and 
prognostications, Mr. Webber observed 
that It was much more difficult to give 
accurate forecasts on the Pacific coast 
tnan In the eastern provinces, the rea¬ 
son for this being, that the storms or¬ 
iginate so close at hand that it Is diffi¬ 
cult to get a fore-warning for more 
than a few hours ahead. In the east 
the prohs, can be calculated, generally 
speaking, quite accurately two or three 
days ahead. V 

Mr. Webber will remain a few dafes 
In Victoria. He^rlll not stop at Vai^ 
couver on his way back.

J. 8. Larke, Canadian trade commis¬ 
sioner for New South Wales, Queens- 
land and New Zealand, who will arrive 
here by the Marama, has made a care¬ 
ful study of the question of business to 
be developed between fhe Canadian and 
Australian provinces. As a result of 
it Mr. Larke, reporting to the depart¬ 
ment of trade and commerce recently, 
raid: 

A general Impression existed that the 
trade between the two Dominions was 
very small and stagnant. While the 
amount of the trade is not what It 
could be ma^o, yet it Is larger than Is 
generally conceived, due to the fact 


may be for the moment overdone. 


United States mill shipped a cargo of 
timber and It was sold at low figures. 
.The purchaser is reported to have 
made a very great profit out of the 
transaction, which Is likely to . Incite 
buyers to order supplies beyond Immed¬ 
iate requirements. However, this will 
last but a short time. There is every

one. I had an opportunity to make a 
hasty' run to the chief timber centres 
on the west coast. Mills are being J 
erected which will speedily diminish the 
accessible timber supplies, and these 
when done, will Increase the coAt of lo¬ 
cal production very considerably.- 
One purpose of my visit to the west 
coast, was to. ascertain the prospects 
of Canada supplying sawmill outfits to 
a larger extent than at present. The 
government regulations of New Zea¬ 
land only grant to any owner of a saw- 
inlll the right to hold 800 acres of tlm- 
feer lands when cose to a railway, and 
•1.000 acres if • further removed. Ah a' 
result of this policy very small mills 
are erected; **ome of which do not cut 
much more than 5.000 feet a day. This 


were unfilled. There are Indications that 
the Canadian manufacturers are In bet¬ 
ter position to do the trade now than 
they have been for some years past. 
Kven where they could fill orders, the 
result of past disappointments will be 
to prevent large orders being given. 
It will take some time before the Im¬ 
porters of New Zealand will have suffi¬ 
cient confidence In the abllty of the 
Canadlar\ manufacturer to supply their 
deffififlff#, 04Tofe t hey ~ WT1T<* ft tr U at very 
large orders to Canada. A disappoint¬ 
ment In receiving his orders with fair 
promptness Is a serious matter to a 
New Zealand business man, and hence 
he must hkve assurance that when 
given, they will be executed with rea¬ 
sonable promptitude. 

Suggestions that might lead to an Im¬ 
provement In the trade of the two coun¬ 
tries can be summed up under two 
heads. 

Communication and Transportation 
was c laime d tha t a r ed ucti o n I n t be- 
cost of cabling would be a mutual ad¬ 
vantage to the two countries.

That 
service has been badly conducted and 
Imperfectly equipped. But as ‘the line 
has recently passed Into other hands, 
some hope is entertained of an Im¬ 
provement In thle direction. -i 

The manufacturers of Canada being 
almost wholly situated on the eastern 
side of the Dominion, their exports 
must go either via Vancouver, New 
York or London. They are also the 
consumers of w'ool, hides, skins, flax 
and other raw materials of New Zea¬ 
land which would have to take the 
same course. Though the Canadian 
Pacific railway and the mall line of 
steamers have always shown a deep in¬ 
terest In the 

Extension of Trade 

between the two countries, the proba¬ 
bility that but one-fifth of the trade Is 
done over this route Indicates the un¬ 
likelihood of Its securing a much larger 
shfcre of freight. The route to London I 
necessitates carrying the products ovrr 
two sides of the triangle and paying the 
coats of transferring from one line of 
steamers to the other. The route to 
.NeW York Is objected to on account of 
thq expense of doing business In New 
York city. i 

The head of a firm doing the leading 
business In Its line, with houses In all 
the cities of New Zealand, stated that 
his experience has been that the vlaue 
of the preference between the two coun¬ 
tries was swallowed up in the cost of 
uoing business through New York, and 
thus neither the exporters of Canada 
nor the Importers of New Zealand re¬ 
ceived any advantage from the recip¬ 
rocal agreement. Some other objec¬ 
tions to doing business with that city 
were also communicated to me in har¬ 
mony with the views presented In my 
report of March 16th last. 

Mr. Kent, a representative of the city 
of Bristol, was present at the meeting 
of the Chamber pf Commerce in Wel¬ 
lington. and he suggested that the line 
of steamers plying between New Zea¬ 
land and Bristol might send a monthly 
service to a Canadian poft, discharging 
New Zealand cargo for Canada, and 
taking on Canadian cargo In return. 
.This would be of considerable advaw* 
tage and would prevent the necessity 
of rehandling goods, which are some¬ 
times damaged in the transference 
from one steamer to another. 

The details of our trade will be more 
appropriately considered when the re¬ 
turns of the trade rtf last year are to 
hand, but two or three articles can 
well be taken now.

curately give the Canadian origin _of 
the Imports than those of 1902. Still 
they show what la virtually the case- 
some Improvement In the trade. 

There was also an opinion that the 
two countries producing and exporting 
very much the same articles could not 
have much Interchange. Facts show 
this conclusion to be incorrect The sea¬ 
sons of the two countries being oppp- 
slte, the demand is created In the one 
for the products of the other, even, If 
at the producing season, the receiving 
country exports them. New Zealand 
has ,made a very considerable develop¬ 
ment In Its home industries. But It 
has, as yet, a small population, which 
will render it Impossible t6 manufac¬ 
ture all the requirements of Its people 
economically. Yet on the other hand. 
It* people are prosperoous, they have a 
large buying pow’er. , 

That Canada Is supplying but a small 
proportion of what New Zealand buys, 
and even of what It wag hoped would 
come from Canada, need not be pointed 
out. New Zealand Is not doing a much 
larger proportion of the trade than It 
might do. It sends to Canada less than 
one-eighth of the butter that Canada 
Imports, though New' Zealand Is famous 
for the high character of*th!s product 
Of the mutton that Canada purchases 
irdm other countries It sends practical-

It sends but a trifling per¬ 
centage of the provisions, and very lit¬ 
tle more of the wool, skins, and hides 
that Canada has to obtain abroad. On 
both sides, therefore, there Is even now 
a field for extended development Cith¬ 
er lines are as yet untouched. 

At Auckland I saw a store In which 
the stone used on the ornamental work 
of the building was quarried in Labra¬ 
dor, and when I was In Dunedin, at the 
other end of the Dominion, a steamer 
was loading stone for Vancouver. At 
that point I was asked for Information 
of the possibilities of obtaining gran¬ 
ite, slate and other building materials 
that were required In the young Domin¬ 
ion. 

It was ver^ gratifying to learn on alj 
sides that Canadian exporters had con¬ 
siderably 

Improved Their Methods 
of packing and the details of conduct¬ 
ing business. It was an exception to 
hear complaints of the character that 
I received in my,previous tour of four 
years ago. Especially satisfactory was 
It to hear testimony as to the integrity 
of Canadian exporters. The head of 
qne prominent firm, who hks suffered 
'gomo loss through a Canadian agent, 
said: "I have reason tp complain of 
the mistakes of Canadian firms, but in 
no instance have I had ^pason for a 
suspicion of dishonesty.” I found sim¬ 
ilar opinions expressed by others. Such 
a character Is an exceedingly'valuable 
asset In business. \ 

«■ Much disappointment, was expressed 
at the slow growth of trade between 
the two countries. On every hand I 
was told *‘We will, where we can, give 
a preference to Canadian goods over 
foreign goqds, If they can be obtained.” 

This is mainly due, in so far as the 
exports from Canada are concerned, to 
the inability of Canadian manufactur¬ 
ers to accept orders, or to fit) them 
/promptly when accepted. This doe# not 
apply to all branches of the trade, but 
is general.

WATER IN LONDON CITY. 


News From Foup Corners of B. C. 


“Water is becoming dearer and dear¬ 
er In the. city. Very soon it will be 
cheaper to wash In champaign." 

This Interesting statement Is reported 
to have been made by Dr. Waldo, the 
city coroner, at an Inquiry in London. 
This remark led a press representative 
to make Inquiries Into the matter. For¬ 
tunately there le no fear of a water 
famine in London; the water Itself is 
not scarce, but in some cases in the 
city the charges worked out at the 
actual amount of water consumed are 
said to be as much as one might expect 
to pay for more luxurious beverages. 

“Probably Dr. Waldo had In mind the 
new water charges," explained a hlgn 
official of the Metropolitan water board 
to the press representative. “It Is a 
fact that in some parts of the city the 
cost of water has gone up. For in- 
stance, under the new water clauses 
act there Is a uniform rate of five per 
cent, charged throughout the metro¬ 
politan area. In the case of the old 
companies, with properties in the city 
not using much water, the company 
had power to make special terms, 
thereby considerably reducing the rate. 
But under the new act such discretion 
Is taken away, and all properties are 
now under the five per cent. rate. Some 
consequently have been greatly reduced 
others have been Increased. 

"We hear a lot of complaints about 
the latter, but little about the former 
in the way of commendation. Mapy 
complaints were considered by the Joint 
committee of parliament on the new 
charges, and subsequently by parlia¬ 
ment Itself, but it was decided that 
uniform treatment should be meted out 
all round." ^

I Few boats have attracted mote at- 
! tention of late ye-ars along the Thames 
• than a peculiar little egg-shaped craft, 
not unlike a humpbacked submarine, 
that, flying the Norwegian flag. was 
slowly towed from London dock*\ to 
Westminster bridge, and moored oft 8t. 
Thomas’ hospital, a few days ago. 

The strange Httle vessel is the Uraed 
(meaning Fearless) invented by Capt. 
Brude, a young Norwegian, who claims 
to have solved the problem of con- 
' structlng a life-saving boat for passen¬ 
ger and cargo vessels, capable of re¬ 
fisting rough seas, cold weather, and 
hurricanes with equal ease. 

Captain Brude left Norway for Lon¬ 
don in the Uraed. and arrived at 
Gravesend with his crew of two—a sail¬ 
or and a Norwegian journalist, Mr. P. 
Ludwlgsen, of the Norgeg Sjof&rtsgtid- 
ende—In the best of spirits. 

The Uraed is constructed of thin 
steel plates, and 1 s If feet In length and 
six feet wide and deep. It can carry 
about twenty-five people, and can be 
provisioned for a long time, and it has 
a double bottom, divided Into four 
water-tight compartments, in which 
water and other necessities can be 
stored. An easily managed sliding keel 
prevents undue rolling, and on the top 
there is a railing and a lookout tower, 
from which the helmsman has an open 
view through four glazed portholes. 
The steering and ru nning gore, and all 
the ropes are manipulated from with¬ 
in. as It would, be utterly out of the 
question for the crew to venture outside 
In rough weather. 

Interviewed In the roomy, well-uphol¬ 
stered living cabin. Captain Brude 
said: "We have had a fine crossing 
from Norway, which we left on May 
23rd. The boat Is absolutely water¬ 
tight, and is capable of weathering any 
storm with any number of passengers, 
according to her size. Our company at 
Berger. Norway, are now prepared to 
deliver the same type of boat to hold 
forty passengers, which will probably 
suit the requirements of passenger and 
cargo steamers. 

"Supposing a vessel Is sinking, all the 
passengers have to do is to slip through 
the openings at both ends and wait for 
the ship to go down. The lifeboat may 
also be dragged down a few yards by 
the suction of the sinking vessel, but It 
will rise again triumphantly In a few 
seconds, ar.d no one will be the worse 
for the experience. As for sailing about 
on the high seas In this boat. It is as 
comforable as a railway carriage. The 
longer and heavier the waves are the ( 
less Is the motion felt. The most ter¬ 
rific hurricane becomes almost a de¬ 
lightful experience. 

“I am going to submit the Uraed to 
the test of experts appointed by the 
Board of Trade, and no. dorfbt, the re¬ 
sult will be satisfactory. —

He brings with him two magnif¬ 
icent black fox skins valued at $1,200 
and $1,500 each, and w ill leave for Win¬ 
nipeg with his season's stock towards 
the end of this week.

Work of Increasing the Ca 
pacity of City’s Source of 
Supply Goes On. 


The improvements at Elk and Beaver 
lakes, recommended by Arthur L. Adams, 
the expert engaged 


- by the council to 

superintend the installation of the new 
waterworks distribution system, are to 
be undertaken at once, the object being 
to raise the level of the lakes, thereby in¬ 
creasing their storage capacity. This 
work was provided for in the by-law 
passed by tluj^ratepayers to raise $619.oh0 
(or the purpose of Intsalllng a new dis¬ 
tribution system^ This work, it is esti¬ 
mated. will cost about $1G.W0. It is pro¬ 
posed to raise the level of the lakes about 
84 feet at the outflow and also to divert 
Into them by a system of ditches addi¬ 
tional drainage from the west. The ques¬ 
tion of proceeding with the work will be 
considered by the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee on Friday evening. * 

The’matter was brought up In couucil 
l**t evening by a report from James L. 
Raymur, water commissioner, asking that 
this $16,000 be appropriated for the pur¬ 
pose for which It was Intended^ and also 
that 11,600 be appropriated for cleaning 
the shores of the lakes, and that tenders 
be called for the sand required for renew¬ 
ing the filtration beds. Mr. Raymur 
pointed out that as this was the season of 
.low water It was now the best time to 
make the Improvements at the lakes.

It la magnificent agd—It is war. 
It Is still the custom In some quarters 
to ridicule the military aspects of .the 
Army. It is inconceivable that the in¬ 
signia and discipline of militarism can 
hsvs any literal application to the spir¬ 
itual realm. The thing Is a travesty. 
Ws sing "Onward, Christian Soldiers." 
but that la only a poetical simile, and 
the Christian army sits In comfortable 
pews outside the range of fire. Oeneral 
Booth conceived a literal warfare, his 
battleground the streets, his Army uni¬ 
formed and disciplined, challenging the 
world with fierce war cries, Its princi¬ 
ple unquestioning obedience. It Is nec¬ 
essary to remember this when we 
charge him with 'being a dictator. An 
army In the field must be ruled by a 
dictator, and his Is an army In the field. 
"They call me.a Pope sometimes," he 
says. "I reply it is the only way. 
Twenty people area banded together, 
and nineteen are fer taking things eaa- , 
lly, and If you leave them to themselves 
they will take the easy path. But If 
you say ‘Go; that’s the path/ they will 
go. My people now want and wait to 
be commanded." His mistake Is In 
supposing that a dictatorship can De 
bequeathed. Cromwell made the expert- 
ment and the Commonwealth vanished. 
■A system which derives all Its vitality 
from a personality may fade when that 
pWkdftilllty l« withdrawn. For the Bel- 
vatlon Army Is not a church or a phil¬ 
osophy or a creed; It Is an emotloti. 

An emotion! You look In that astute 
eye, so keen, so matter of fact, so re¬ 
mote from the visionary gleam, and 
ask for the key of the riddle. And the 
truth dawns on you that there Is a 
philosophy behind the emotion. When 
the artful politician sets out on an ad¬ 
venture he appeals to the emotion of 
patriotism or to the emotion of hate of 
the foreigner and fear of the unknown. 
80 Oeneral Booth has a practical pur¬ 
pose behind the spiritual emotion. He 
Is, in a word, a politician. He Is a so¬ 
cial reformer working through the me¬ 
dium of spiritual exaltation. Wesley 
saw only the Celestial City and he call¬ 
ed on men to flee from the City of De¬ 
struction. Oeneral Booth points to the 
Celestial City, and he uses the power 
generated by the vision to drain the 
City of Destruction and make It habit¬ 
able. He Is as designedly political as 
any Socialist, for it Is the redemption 
of society In the material as well as 
the spiritual sense that is his aim. But 
politics in the party meaning are for¬ 
bidden to his followers as absolutely as 
alcohol. Change the laws by all means, 
he says to the politician, but I am 
working to change the heart. "We are 
tunnelling from opposite sides of the 
hill. Perhaps we shall meet In the mid- 
die." 

He has the enthusiasm of humanity. 
He lores mankind in the mass after the 
fashion of the philanthropist. The 
average man Is touched by the Inci¬ 
dental and particular. His pity is 
casual and fleeting. His heart goes out 
at the moving tale; he feels for the 
sorrow he sees. But he Is cold to misery 
tri the mass, and generally shsres the 
conviction of the northern farmer that 
"the poor In a loomp Is bad." The 
philanthropist, on the othej hand*. Is 
often cold to thg particular, but he has 
that imaginative sympathy that bleeds 
for the misery of a world. His pity Is 
not casual; it Is a frame of mind. His 
eyes look out over wasted lands, his 
ears ring with lamentation and an 
anlcent tale of wrong. He Is not^so 
much indifferent to the ordinary Inter¬ 
ests of life as Unconscious of them. 
Oeneral Booths detachment from the 
eWorld Is as complete as If he were an 
anchorite of the desert. He has a single 
purpose. "The one prudence In life," 
says Emerson, "Is concentration; the 
one evil, dissipation." General Booth 
has the concentration of the fanatic— 
the fanatic governed by the business 
mind. He carries no Impedimenta. Poli¬ 
tics a je a closed book to him; the 
quarrels of creeds are unheard; litera¬ 
ture unknown; his knowledge of golf
